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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1909. 

Much trouble has been caused in the collection of swill. 
In the early part of the year Mr. Thompson the collector of 
swill resigned and during the summer months no one could 
be found to systematically make collections. 

During the last part of the year Thomas G. Sisson has done 
the collecting in a satisfactory manner, and without expense to 
the town. 

Our gutters show no improvement, and through the center 
of the town seem to be in worse shape than ever. 

We have had three inspectors of. dressed meats, Mr. Bur- 
gess during the first of the year then B. S. Caswell and John 
H. Wheeler. We have no complete record of the number of 
animals inspected. 

We have had twenty-one cases of contagious diseases, the 
smallest number since 1904. Of these five were diphtheria, 
twelve scarlet fever, two of tuberculosis, one typhoid fever 
and one spinal meningitis. The scarlet fever cases were what 
remained of the last epidemic and were very costly. 

In one case the town will probably be reimbursed by the 
city of Boston. 

During the year, James A. Burgess, who had been con- 
nected with the Board of Health ever it since it separated 
from the Selectmen in 1895, with the exception of one year, 
passed away. In the death of Mr. Burgess the town lost a 
a most efficient health officer. A short time before his death 
Mr. Burgess resigned the position of agent and clerk to the 
board and Bert J. Allen was elected. The law regarding the 
licensing of plumbers was changed by the legislature, and a 
central board established, taking from the local board the 
revenue thus received, but leaving the care of the inspection of 
plumbing. 

The balance showing in our statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures is really a deficit on account of bills not inat end 
of the year.

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REPORT OF FOREST WARDEN. 





The town at its annual meeting, March 1, 1909, accepted 
by a vote of 502 “‘Yes,’’ 69 “ No’’ the Acts of 1908 in relation 
to forest fires and in accordance therewith I beg leave to submit 
the following report. 

Said Acts provide in part that no fires shall be set in the 
open air between the first day of April and the first day of 
December, except by the written permission of the Forest 
Warden; provided that debris from fields, gardens and or- 
chards, or leaves and brush from yards may be burned on 
ploughed fields by the owners thereof, their agents or lessees, 
but in every case such fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands and shall be properly 
attended until it is extinguished. 

In accordance with the above law and owing to the fact 
that some of our most disastrous fires have originated from 
the burning of stumps and bushes on and around bogs 1n process 
of construction for the raising of cranberries I issued an order 
to the effect that no permits would be granted from April 1; 
to October 15, 1909, for the kindling or setting fires on or 
around any cranberry bog already constructed, or in or 
around any swamp which is at the present time in process of 
construction for cranberry bog or may within the dates men- 
tioned above come under process of construction for cran- 
berry bog. | 

While this last order worked hardships in two or three 
cases, | am pleased to state that to my knowledge it was 
violated only once and that being on the 11th day of Octo- 
ber and within four days of the time limit and without 
any damage I decided not to prosecute the offender. 

We had one of the dryest summers that we had had for some 
time and while disastrous fires were raging all around us, we 
went through the dry period with only one large fire in area 
and that in the fresh meadows and maple swamps on Black 
brook, near the High grounds supposed to have been set by 
the burning out of a yellow tailed hornet’s nest, while this 
swept over considerable area, the damage was considered less 
than a thousand dollars. 
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I have estimated the total damage for the year at $1,500.

Of the $161.15 expended for fighting fires, $74.10 was ex- 
pended for fires caused by sparks from railroad engines and 
in accordance with the said Acts, the town will be reimbursed 
that amount by the railroad company. 

I would suggest that the owners of lands on which huckle- 
berries grow refuse to allow the trespassing on their lands of 
the irresponsible class of people who are not naturalized citi- 
zens of this country, referring to that class known as “‘ Bravos’’ 
through whose agency nearly all the disastrous fires in adjoin- 
ing towns have occurred. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all my Deputies, who have so 
ably assisted me in enforcing the Laws and also the residents 
of the town who have so willingly complied with the same and 
trust that the same hearty co-operation may be had in the 
future.

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REPORT OF ‘CHIEFS OF*P@GI@Es 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to submit the first annual report 
of the Police Department for the year ending Dec. 31, 1909. 
It has been a year of unusual efforts and results along cer- 
tain lines. 

Since receiving my appointment from you I have made 
some investigation of the work done in other cities and towns 
and find that there are but few places in this section of the 
State but have some recognized head and organization. 

As far as possible and with what means there are to work 
with I have tried to conduct the work of the department 
along the lines with up-to-date methods used in other places. 

An office has been fitted up in the town house, a telephone 
installed connecting with my residence and a two party line 
with night bell, so that in this way I am prepared to receive 
calls at any hour of the day or night. Seven men have been 
uniformed at their own expense. 

During the past year it has been my privilege to become 
acquainted with many in police circles who have been of assis- 
tance to me in the detection of some one whom we have been 
seeking, and as you will see by the figures below that we have 
been able to return the favors. As to the violation of the various 
laws I make mention of those most prevalent. 


VIOLATION OF LIQUOR LAWS. 


It is very noticeable that there has been a steady decline in 
the violation of the liquor laws. Since Feb. 13 there have 
been only eight persons arrested for this offense, the last 
being in August. 


DRUNKENNESS. 


The number of arrests for drunkenness remain about the 
same as last year. It is safe to say that about sixty per cent. 
of the arrests for this cause are persons who come from out of 
town. In accordance with Chapter 384 of the Acts of 1905,many 
of the first offenders have been released and the records 
show that this had a good effect, as none of these have been 
arrested the second time. 
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LARCENY. 


The number of arrests for larceny have been compara- 
tively few in number to the thefts reported. There have been . 
43 cases reported, mostly of a petty nature, the greatest loss 
would not exceed $100 in value. In many cases the property 
taken has been recovered and the parties offended did 
not care to prosecute, while others have received satisfaction 
out of Court. 


VIOLATION AUTO LAWS. 


When one considers the thousands of autos that pass 
through our town in the year, it seems remarkable that no one 
during that time has been reported injured, and as far as we 
are able to learn, only a few cases where property has 
been damaged. During the summer months we have spent 
much of our time on the street in cautioning drivers in regard 
to the operation of their machines and, as a rule, we find that 
this has had a good effect. I believe that the time is soon 
coming when a man will be needed most of the time at the 
Four Corners during the summer months to watch this parti- 
cular traffic, as it is not an uncommon thing for 75 to 100 ma- 
chines to pass through this section of the town in one hour 
during this season of the year. 


NEEDS OF DEPARTMENT. 


As to the needs of the department, one cannot speak of 
these without paying his respects to the local ‘“‘Lock up’’. 
While it may be good enough for some who are placed there 
in a badly intoxicated condition, it does not seem to be the 
proper place for the average criminal. Other places superior 
to this and not far from Middleboro have been condemned by 
the State Board of Health. There is absolutely no sanitary 
conditions, no suitable place to keep a woman or insane per- 
son and also a lack of privacy. On some occasions during 
the past year it has been very necessary that prisoners should 
be kept from the general public and orders have been given 
to that effect, but owing to the surroundings it has been 
almost impossible. 

While mention is being made of the needs of the Depart- 
ment, it seems well to say that there should be an increase to 
our ‘“‘night force.’’ Although many complimentary things 
have been said about the work of the present night officer it 
seems to me that when you consider the amount of territory 
that ought to be covered that he is not capable of giving us 
the protection that we need. We should remember that the 
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town has been growing west since the days when it was first 
‘‘voted to have a night watch at the Four Corners.’’ Prior to 
May 1 there were seventeen places of business in the section 
of the town known as Everett Square with no protection what- 
ever. The beat of the night officer has been extended to that 
section, but I have deemed it wise to shorten it in the more 
residential sections. The total number of miles travelled 
each night is about fifteen. When one considers that the or- 
dinary patrolman in the city of Boston, who has all the mod- 
ern facilities for calling aid, receives $1,200 per year, and the 
present night officer in our town has to walk the street alone 
depending upon his friends to assist him in time of trouble, 
and for the sum of $800 per year, it seems that he is underpaid. 
An effort should be made to increase his salary. 

I think it well in passing to say that some changes or addi- 
tions should be made to our town By Laws. Many times 
during the year complaints have been made to me in regard 
to certain matters which there are no statute laws which 
make them a matter for prosecution, but are left entirely for 
municipalities to regulate. Perhaps the worst thing that 
we have had to contend with in this respect is the passing of 
hand bills on our streets. From what I have observed, I should 
say thata large part of the dirt in our streets comes from this 
cause. |

In our report for 1908, it was mentioned that it had been 
found advisable and also necessary to install a new Heater in 
the Almshouse at quite an expense. It has given very good 
satisfaction thus far in keeping the Building comfortably 
warm during the coldest weather without any difficulty. 

During the year we have lost by death two of our oldest 
inmates at the Farm, Mrs. Abby Wood, 86 years old and 
totally blind for many years, having been an inmate of the 
house for nearly 16 years; and Mr. Watson 79 years old, 
having lived there about a year. 

We were left at one time during the year without any Matron 
at the house, owing to the illness and death of Mrs. Pushee 
who had proven herself to be a very faithful and efficient 
Matron. We have been very fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Mr. John Pushee, a brother of Supt. Pushee, who 
acts as assistant farmer,and his wife who assumes the position 
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of Matron, both having had several years experience in a 
similar line of work. We, as Overseers of the Poor, who of a 
necessity are conversant with both sides of the situation, 
believe that the Farm has been exceptionally well managed 
the past year and that a good showing has been made by the 
Superintendent and his assistants and that the inmates have 
been well cared for and kindly treated by the Superintendent 
and Matron, both showing a large degree of patience under 
many trying circumstances that the general public know 
nothing about.

There have been so many defalcations and so much fault 
found with the way in which the accounts have been kept 
by the Town Treasurers I have thought it might be a matter 
of interest to the citizens of Middleboro to know something 
about the way the accounts are kept in this town. 

In the year 1900 the Treasurer devised a system of keeping 
the accounts of the Town by double entry which was approved 
by the Auditor, William R. Mitchell, and with slight varia- 
tions the method has been followed to the present time. 
An account is kept with each appropriation and with each 
Loan and such other accounts as are necessary to ascertain 
the condition of the Town’s affairs at any time. A Trial 
Balance is taken each month and four times a year the condi- 
tion of each account is reported to the Department which is 
authorized to draw orders on the Treasurer. 

All money received is deposited in the Middleboro National 
Bank and all bills are paid by check on the Bank. 

I would suggest that the Town require the Auditor to 
examine the Treasurer’s accounts at least as often as once a 
month.

I have audited the Town accounts and find deposit in bank 
to agree with Treasurer’s balance. 

I have audited the books of the Trustees under the will 
of Thomas 8S. Peirce, and find them satisfactory in every 
respect. The securities held by them are first class and are 
intact. I have also compared the Probate Court accounts with 
books and find they agree.

The Trustees have during the year amended the By-laws 
to harmonize with present conditions of work. 


The attempt to extend the usefulness of the library through 
the help of teachers in the more remote districts is proving 
increasingly successful. 


By the death of Mr. Joseph E. Beals in September last the 
library loses its oldest and nearest friend. In 1874 Mr. Beals 
organized and induced the town to establish its Public Library 
He has been continuously both Trustee, and Secretary and 
Treasurer from that time to the day of his death 


In 1903 he was a member of the committee chosen to build 
the present library building, and much of its comfort and 
convenience in use, as well as economy of administration is due 
to ideas which he brought to this work. 


A quiet, modest, unassuming man, he left behind him in 
this town several monuments to the wisdom, sagacity and 
earnestness of his public spirit. of which this Library is but one.

MIDDLEBORO GAS AND ELECTRIC PLANT. 


To the Voters of the Town of Middleboro:- 


We submit herewith the annual report of the Manager 
covering the operations of the plant during the year 1909, 
with a full financial statement of the same. 


Its completeness leaves nothing to be added, in detail, by 
the Commissioners. We believe that the physical condition 
of the electric plant was never better than now and we question 
the advisability of making many changes or improvements in 
the gas plant until the town shall vote to adopt some method 
for its re-habiliment, because of a possible change of location. 
The plant is now earning its operating cost as defined by the 
statutes, and the producer gas plant is performing its guaran- 
teed duty.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL LIGHTING 
PLANT FOR 1909. 


Messrs. Henry W. Sears, Chairman, 


Wilkes H. F. Pettee; and Lyman P. Thomas, 
Municipal Light Board; Town of Middleboro. 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present herewith the 
sixteenth annual report of the Municipal Light Plant for the 
year ending December 31, 1909. While the increase and 
developement has not been as great as in the previous year, 
the plant has held its own, notwithstanding more than one 
thousand tungsten lamps were put in service consuming less 
than one half the current of the lamps they replaced, as well 
as the fact we were wholly deprived of the water power for 
more than two months of the year, owing to repairs on the 
Wareham street dam. 

With the installation of the new 200 Kilo-watt 3 phase 
60 cycle. generator ordered to take the place of {the old 
120 Kilo-watt single phase 125 cycle generator, which for 
fifteen years ran every night but two, the electric plant will 
then be fully equipped with modern apparatus through out, 
and with duplicate units. 

Furthermore, either unit will be of sufficient capacity to 
carry the full load at any time, which could not be done during 
the peak load for a number of years past. 

When this change is completed and the street lighting 
system is changed to conform to the new apparatus the station 
equipment will be up to date and in a physical condition for 
the best service possible as well as at a point for the most 
economical operation. 

The decrease in gas sales was principally caused by the 
N. Y.N. H. & H.R. R. changing the lighting of the passenger 
station from gas to electricity, together with the Town House 
changing from part gas and electric to wholly electric, although 
the loss of ten gas consumers may have helped in a measure. 

The decrease in electric sales, other than the power, were 
caused almost wholly by the introduction and adoption of the 
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tungsten lamps, more especially in the case of the Commercial 
arcs, for at present there are only sixteen commercial arcs in- 
stalled whereas a year ago there were forty. In many cases 
two arc lamps consuming 900 to 1000 watts were replaced with 
three tungsten lamps consuming 300 watts. 


Although a slight increase in electric customers, 75% of 
them were connected during the last two months of the year, 
those of Warrentown being on December 23. 


Some of the material has been ordered for the extension of 
the commercial and domestic service to North Middleboro 
and work will be commenced soon. It is anticipated that the 
sales to consumers in North Middleboro and Warrentown 
will materially increase the receipts for domestic and commer- 
cial lights. 

It is with pleasure as well as with satisfaction to note that 
the power sales have increased about 45% during the year. 

The expenses of electric department were $397.33 less in © 
1909 than in 1908 and the income $216.27 more. 

The gas department, the expenses were $832.43 less and the 
income was $270.71 less. 

The water power was shut off at the electric plant on July 
18 and was not available again until September 22 a period of 
66 days which necessitated running the gas engines continuous- 
ly for that time which meant the consumption of more fuel 
than otherwise would have been required. 

Notwithstanding this fact if the money for street lights, 
$4,500.00, was considered as earnings of the plant, the electric 
plant has earned all the operating expenses of the electric 
plant, amounting to $13,448.41, the depreciation of both 
electric and gas plant of $4,227.82 and $2,948.00 the interest 
on outstanding Bonds, and besides the above a surplus of 
$69.37. 

The tungsten lamp is being used to replace the street lamps 
as they burn out. This lamp, besides having the advantage of 
consuming less current, gives 32 candle power while the old 
ones gave but 25 when new and deteriorated in candle-power 
more rapidly than the tungsten. 

Eight new incandescent street lights have been installed, 
seven miles of new wire run, and the wires changed over to 125 
of the telephone poles, 106 of these being in North Middleboro. 

The fire at the gas house December 7th did about $500.00 
damage most of it being to the building. 

It was not deemed advisable to repair the building at 
present more than was absolutely necessary to get along, so all 
that was done was to replace the piping, windows and doors. 
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The roof timbers which were damaged more than anything 
else, withstood the heavy snows without any apparent weaken- 


ing. 


I wish to take this opportunity of extending to the Board my 
sincere thanks for their harmonious co-operation and advice 


in the management of the affairs of the plant.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


TWENTY FIFTH IN THE SERIES. 


Middleboro, Mass., Jan. 6, 1910. 
To the School Committee of Middleboro: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools is 
respectfully submitted. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE. 


The total enrollment for the year was 1503, a gain of 11; the 
average membership 1,286, a gain of 11; the average daily 
attendance 1,218, an increase of 40; the percentage of daily 
attendance to average membership 94.7, a gain of 2.3. 

The percentage of daily attendance was the highest in the 
history of the schools. According to the last report of the 
State Board of Education the percentage of attendance for 
the State was 92 and for Plymouth County 93. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The congested conditions at the West Side, the providing 
of better school accommodations for the schools in the Chapel 
building, for which the town pays a yearly rental of $396.00, 
the necessity of more room at the Centre to provide for these 
congested conditions as well as to relieve some of the surburban 
schools caused the school board to ask for the appointment of 
a committee at the last town meeting to investigate these 
conditions and report at an adjourned meeting. 

This committee reported in favor of a four-room building 
so planned that it could at any time be enlarged to a six-room 
building to be located on No. Main Street. It was not thought 
advisable by the town to erect such a building at that time. 
To relieve the congestion the present year the first and second 
grades at the West Side school have been placed on part time, 
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one grade attending school in the morning and the other in the 
afternoon. A new school has been opened in the Union Street 
building for one grade. The ninth grade at the West Side and 
the eighth and ninth grades at So. Middleboro have been trans- 
ferred to the School Street building. 

The same conditions practically exist now as last year. 

With a new building at the Centre, the schools in the Chapel 
would be better accommodated and the schools at the West 
Side regraded so as to allow the upper grades to attend the 
School Street school, thus leaving the West Side building 
for primary and intermediate grades. 

It is probable that grades one and two in the Forest Street 
building as well as the lower grades at the West Side will be 
obliged to be placed on half time next year in order to give the 
necessary accommodations for the other schools. 

The membership at the Highland school during the [fall 
term exceeded the seating capacity of the room and some of 
the pupils have been transferred to the South Middleboro 
school. 


NEMASKET SCHOOL. 


Owing to the small number of pupils attending this school 
last spring term the board voted to close the school tem- 
porarily and to send the pupils to the Purchade and Central 
schools. This action will reduce the school expenditures 
nearly $500.00 this year. 

There were 33 different pupils enrolled in this school during 
the past year. At the close of the spring term only 13 pupils 
wereinattendance,the others having moved out of the district. 
If there is no likely increase in the number of pupils residing 
in the district it will be advisable to continue the same plan 
next year. 


FRANCE SCHOOL. 


Last August the town voted to build a school building in 
the France district. 

This building has been substantially constructed, is heated 
and ventilated by approved methods and is seated for 16 
pupils with sufficient floor space for more if necessary. 

The building was occupied Jan. 10, with an attendance of 
17 pupils. The opening of this school relieves for the present 
the congested condition at the South Middleboro school, 
which now has a membership of nearly 40, and does away with 
all expense of transportation which last year amounted to 
$531.25. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 


More changes than usual have occurred in the teaching corps 
during the past year, three teachers having resigned, two to 
accept more lucrative positions elsewhere. I consider the 
teaching personnel at present as very strong and the stand- 
ard of work is such as to place the school among the best 
high schools of the State. 

The commercial department which has been financed by 
the trustees of the Pierce fund since its inception in September 
1908 has justified the investment by the result of its work. 
All but one of its graduates last June have secured good 
positions and are favorably regarded by the business firms 
employing their services. It is hoped that the trustees will 
continue to finance the course after next September when the 
two years for which they agreed to meet all expenses of the 
course expire. The building has been equipped for stereopti- 
con work and it is hoped that one may soon be secured. 


COURSE IN LOCAL HISTORY. 


The vote of the town last March whereby the schools were 
to be given as many volumes of the “History of Middleboro” 
as were considered needed has enable us to place the study of 
local history on a working basis. A course of study for the 
seventh,eighth and ninth grades has been outlined and is now 
in working operation. The work is supplementary to the 
United States History and takes up Middleboro’s share in the 
growth of the country during the various periods. It has 
proved intensely interesting to the pupils and is a very profit- 
able ee of history work.

STAMP SAVING SYSTEM. 


The Stamp Saving System is still in vigorous operation in 
all the central schools excepting the High and in nearly all 
the suburban schools. Under the energetic direction of Mrs. 
Leonard O. Tillson this method of teaching thrift to pupils 
has been highly successful, and much interest is shown by 
the pupils in purchasing stamps and starting bank accounts. 

Of the many activities inaugurated by the Cabot Club the 
success of the St mp Saving System should be a cause of 
pride. 


LIBRARY EXTENSION PLAN. 


The library extension plan which was so_ successfully 
carried out in the Soule and Marion Road schools last year 
has now been extended to include also the Thompsonville, 
Waterville, Thomastown, Highland and Wappanucket schools. 
It is gratifying to note that this opportunity to secure good 
literature has been so much appreciated by both the pupils 
and the families in the districts. 


SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 


_ One new school has been opened the past year in the Union 
Street building and one in the France district. One has been 
closed in the Nemasket district. There are at present. 36 
schools, one more than last year, one High, 20 Central elemen- 
tary and 15 suburban, having 45 teachers, 43 regular and 2 
special. During the year the changes in the teaching force 
have included 16 withdrawals, 15 appointments and 10 
transfers, the largest number of changes for many years. 
Many resignations were caused by appointments to more 
- lucrative positions in other towns and cities. While many 
good teachers have left for better positions it is gratifying 
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to note that the standard of the schools has not been impaired 
by the changes and at the present time there are fewer weak- 
nesses than for several years. I congratulate the town on the 
present standing of the schools due in a large measure to the 
enthusiastic and untiring efforts of its efficient teachers. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


The program of teachers’ meetings this year has been more 
varied than those in previous years. For the first time month- 
ly meetings of the superintendent and special teachers are 
held giving the superintendent a more personal knowledge of 
the work of each special department. The suburban teaching 
force has been divided into two divisions, each division holding 
monthly meetings with the superintendent. Grade meetings 
are held monthly as they are regarded the most helpful of any 
kind of teachers’ meetings. Weekly meetings have been held 
by the principals of the High school, School Street school 
and West Side school in their respective buildings with their 
teachers. 

A plan for unifying the school work by dividing the element- 
ary schools at the Centre into three sections, with a leader 
for each section, which shall meet from time to time for con- 
sideration of common topics, has been successfully carried out. 


MANUAL TRAINING, 


A course in Manual Training was adopted for grades one 
and two last June. Next year the course will be extended 
to grade three. It is proposed to extend the work one grade 
each year until some form of manual work is taken in every 
grade in the elementary schools. The drawing course has 
been modified to take up much constructive work in nearly 
all the grades. 

An exhibition of the work in this department will be held in 
Town Hall, Friday and Saturday, May 19 and 20. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


An evening school was opened in the High school building 
Jan. 4, in answer to a petition from 47 foreign residents of the - 
West Side. The school is made up of two sections,a primary 
for those knowing but little of the English language and an 
advanced section for those wishing to take review work in 
penmanship, arithmetic and spelling. The term will be five 
weeks in length with sessions Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
each week. The school promises to be a success. There have ° 
been between 80 and 90 different pupils enrolled in the school. 
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TRAINING CLASS. 


The training class last year numbered eight members seven 
of whom were awarded certificates of graduation. It was the 
policy last year to place in the suburban schools where 
vacancies occurred members of the class as regular teachers. 
This was done in four cases and worked well. The same plan 
is being carried out this year and of the seven members three 
have been assigned positions in the suburban schools. 

The standard of the requirements for admission next year 
has been raised so that no applicant will be admitted to the 
class who does not bring a certificate of fitness in scholarship 
in drawing, review mathematics, United States history, 
civics and English from the principal of the High school. 

This will require special attention to those subjects which 
are taught in the elementary schools by those wishing to be- 
come teachers in our schools. 


REPAIRS... 


The repairs at the Central schools have been as follows: 
High school: 
The regrading of the grounds in the rear of the building and 
repairing the concrete walks near the building. 
School Street: 
Painting the exterior woodwork. Construction of a granolithic 
walk in front of the building. 
West Side: 
Renovating the hall ways and basements. 
Union Street: 
Fitting up the room in rear on first floor for occupancy by 
grade three. 

Minor repairs have also been made on these and the other 
Central buildings. 

The repairs on the suburban buildings have been: 
Wappanucket: 
Building painted and roof shingled. 
Walls kalsomined and interior wood work painted. 
Fall Brook: 
Building painted. Interior renovated. 

Minor repairs have been made on many of the other suburb- 
an buildings.

HIGH SCHOOL. 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 
SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING AND 
MANUAL TRAINING. 
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THE REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE-HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


Mr. C. H. Bates, Superintendent of Schools:

I have the pleasure of submitting the following brief 
report of my twentieth year as Principal of the Middleboro 
High school. The year has been one of the most pleasant 
and profitable ones since my connection with the school, 
and very satisfactory progress has been made in the department 
of both regular and special teachers. The enrolment for the 
year commeneing in September 1908 and ending in June 1909 
was 184, 93 girls and 91 boys. The classes numbered as fol- 
lows: 14 post-graduates, 29 seniors, 35 juniors, 42 sopho- 
mores, and 64 freshmen. 

The business course that has been financed by the Pierce 
Trustees for the past two years has been very successful. 
The postgraduates who took the course last year have good 
positions, and excellent reports of their work have reached us 
from time to time, It is hoped that the Trustees may see fit 
to continue their support of this branch of our school 
curriculum. 

The following changes have taken place in our teaching 
force during the past year: Miss Anastacia G. Leahy and Miss 
Bertha Munro resigned their positions last June. Miss Grace 
C. Emerson and Miss Helen P. Wood were elected to fill the 
vacancies. Miss Clara E. Parker resigned her position in 
November and Miss Edith H. Rand was elected in her stead. 

In the conduct of school affairs it has been our constant aim 
to impress it upon the minds of pupils that they should make 
the most of their school life. Pupils of High school age 
should be made to feel that school life is a business proposition, 
and that any town makes a poor investment in trying to 
educate those who do not appreciate their opportunities and 
try to avail themselves of the educational advantages that 
are offered them. 

The graduating class last June numbered 29, 16 boys 
and 13 girls. Of these, three entered college, three are 
attending the Bridgewater State Nornal School, four are 
members of the Middleboro Training Class for Teachers, and 
twelve are taking a post-graduate course in the High school. 
In the present senior class there are 31 pupils, 21 girls 
and 10 boys. If they all receive diplomas next June, the 
graduates from the Middleboro High school will number 567. 
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A stereopticon outfit could be used to a great advantage in 
some of the departments of our High school work. It is hoped 
that the way may be clear for procuring one in the near 
future.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 
Mr. Charles H. Bates, Superintendent of Schools: 
Boe Were hehe 


In making my report for this year I shall touch upon a few 
suggestions made in years past. The work is going ahead and 
I believe we are beginning to see and realize that music is not 
simply for recreation, that its chief aim is not to get children 
to study music but to know it. That the child may be able to 
read music and the class to render beautifully a song in one, 
two or three parts is not enough, but that from musical nota- 
tion the child may develop mental training and character 
building fully as beneficial as the study of mathematics or 
kindred studies. 


When I assumed charge of the music in the public schools-- 
years ago, I thought by this time nothing would be left to do 
but grow, yet today I am as far from my ideal as at the beginn- 
ing,our schools buildings are so much improved and the schools 
so much better graded that our work should advance very 
rapidly. 

I hope the public will realize more and more the value of 
this subject, and not only the head but that some attention 
should be given to the education of the heart. I trust that 
more time instead of less will be given to music. 


Music is no longer considered a school fad in communities 
possessing a fair degree of intelligence. The truth is working 
its way well into modern practical pedagogy and into the 
thought of the people that music has a genuine educational 
value as a subject of study. 


Music influences character and ennobles life vastly more 
deeply and fully than most subjects which have long been 
considered absolutely essential in a public school course of 
instruction. 


As a means of moral and patriotic education and real 
ethical culture and transforming power music is the peer of 
any subject and the superior of most subjects in the whole 
school curriculum. 


I would recommend as last year the need of a new Piano in 
the High School with a course of lectures on the lives of the 
great composers, with pianola selections of their works. In 
order to know good music one must hear it. ‘There should 
also be a course in musical history, and elementary harmony 
especially for those who intend to become teachers. 
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You will probably ask what these quotations have to do 
with this report of 1909, simply this, if they have been care- 
fully read you will notice the great value given to the study 
of music, Harvard, Tufts, Wellesley all giving points in music. 
It seems to me that if music in our schools should be put on a 
level with the other studies and marked according to work done, 
much better results could be obtained. Put music where it 
belongs, crowd all you can of good music into the minds of the 
boys and girls and there will be less room for the bad. Our 
High School and Orchestra never did better work than at 
present. Choral practice every Tuesday morning at 8-30. 
All are welcome.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 
AND MANUAL TRAINING. 


Mr. Charles H. Bates, Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sir = 


It gives me pleasure to submit my annual report of the 
work in drawing in the public schools. 

A new course of study has been made out this year, although 
there is little change in the general plan of work. More time 
has been given to the study of color and the training of the 
color sense, and the children are beginning to show more 
appreciation of color harmony. 

Since the demand for industrial education is becoming so 
much stronger each year, the drawing course must be in- 
fluenced by it, and has already become more practical and less 
theoretical. The aim is to make every problem of some real 
use, and, as far as possible, to use drawing in making objects 
for which a need is felt, or representing ideas or things of 
special interest to the children. 

The usual work in design was carried out last spring. Those 
children who wished to do so, and whose designs showed 
sufficient merit, applied them to sofa pillows, table covers, 
desks pads, and other articles for themselves. This work was 
done outside of school hours and only by a few. As soon as 
time can be allowed in all the grades, for manual work, each 
child will have an opportunity to plan, estimate the amount 
and cost of material required, and make useful articles from 
his own designs when they are suitable, or from designs pro- 
vided. 

The pupils of Grades VII‘and VIII in the School Street 
School made sofa pillows and table mats for the teachers’ 
room, using their own designs, applied by means of stencil and 
embroidery. The ninth grade made a stencilled piano cover 
and the third and fourth grades made table covers and a 
blackboard curtain for their school rooms. 

Manual work was introduced into the first two grades last 
fall, and is being carried on with much enthusiasm by both 
teachers and pupils. The children in those grades will soon be 
able to use their hands as skilfully, and do the simple manual 
exercises as well, as children in one or two grades higher. 

Each week one half hour lesson is given, and other exercises 
in seat work time. All manual work is closely correlated 
with drawing. The children’s interest does not end at school 
for they often make the same things again at home. 
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The following exercises have been given so far:— stringing 
two colors in given order; cord work, in simple knotting and 
chain stitch,making horse reins, chains etc., cutting, toa line, 
paper dolls, pictures, and patterns of objects to be made; 
cutting, free hand, vegetables, toys and lanterns; folding, 
ruling, cutting and pasting paper, making baskets, doll’s 
furniture, and toys. During the winter term, weaving will be 
introduced as seat-work, making holders, doll’s rugs, 
and hammocks on cardboard looms. In the lesson periods 
more exact work in measuring, ruling and cutting, will be re- 
quired, making furniture for the doll’s houses, and objects for 
Eskimo, Dutch, and Japanese villages on the sand tables. 

It is hoped that this training will show good results in other 
lines of school work, makinz the children more observing, able 
to give better attention, and to concentrate their minds on 
what. they are doing, the result of greater accuracy, neat- 
ness and skill in work of any kind. 

Results in the suburban schools aré much better than ever 
before. A meeting is held with the teachers once a month, 
half coming after school, the other half Saturday morning, 
thus giving each teacher an opportunity to submit her pupils’ 
work for criticism. 

Drawing in the High School continues about the same in 
size of classes and conditions. 

There is no mechan cal class this year, as all elected free 
hand drawing. Work in color was attempted for the first time 
and some satisfactory results were obtained. 

Through the spring term, the exhibition of work in the 
Public Library was continued from month to month, but was 
discontinued this fall, in anticipation of an exhibition next 
spring. 

The teachers are interested and enthusiastic as always 
and I wish to express my appreciation of their earnest and 
faithful work. 

I thank the Superintendent and School Board for their 
interest, and for their generousity in providing materials.

anticipation of the collection of taxes of said year such sums 
of money as may be necessary for the current expenses of the 
town, but not exceeding the total tax levy for said year, 
giving the notes of the town therefor, payable. within one 
year from the dates thereof. All debts incurred under authority 
of this vote shall be paid from the taxes of the present munt- 
cipal year.

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Article 5. To hear the report of any committees or officers 
of the town, to appoint any committees, and act thereon. 


Article 6. To allow accounts against the town and act 
thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote that the yards of 
persons chosen Field Drivers shall be town pounds as long as 
they remain in office, provided they shall be chosen pound 
keepers. 


Article 8. To dispose of the money received for dog 
licenses, and other licenses, the present year, and act thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the town will pay the expenses of one or 
more night officers in the village, and act thereon. 


To see if the town will appropriate any money 
to be expended by Post 8,G. A. R., on Memorial Day and act 
thereon. 


Article 11. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to sprinkling the streets, and act thereon. 


Article 12. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to concrete or other sidewalks, appropriate any sum of money 
for the same, and act thereon. 


Article 13. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to disposing of its rights to take alewives for one year, or a 
term of years, and act thereon. 


Article 14. To appoint a committee on appropriations and 
act thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to institute, defend, or compromise suits for or 
against the town during the ensuing vear, and act thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the town will elect a committee for the 
suppression of crime, appropriate money for the same, and act 
thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint annually a Chief of Police, and act 
anything thereon. 
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Article 18. To take any action relative to selling the 
History of the Town of Middleboro and act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to move the cannon 
now on the G. A. R. lots at the Central and Nemasket Cem- 
eteries and place them on a lot with the Soldiers’ Monument, 
appropriate money therefor and act anything thereon. By 
request of G. A. R. 


Article 20. To see what disposition the town will make of | 
the money received from the award in the Taunton Water case, 


and act thereon.
